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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments, filed June 29, 2004, with respect to the rejection(s)of 
claim(s) 1-18 under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Murayama et al. have, 
been fully considered and are persuasive. Therefore, the rejection has been withdrawn. 
However, upon further consideration, a new ground(s) of rejection is made in view of 
McGuire, Jr. in order to respond to the amendment to independent claims 1 and 1 1 . 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the 
United States before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent, or on an international application 
by another who has fulfilled the requirements of paragraphs (1 ), (2), and (4) of section 371 (c) of this 
title before the invention thereof by the applicant for patent. 

The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AIPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AIPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-20 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being clearly anticpated by 
McGuire, Jr. 

McGuire, Jr. teaches an EUV imaging device and associated method of use 
comprising the following: 
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I. An EUV radiation source (12), an illumination optical system having a 
reflective integrator (18, 218, and 318) having a predetermined shape, a 
projection optical system having six reflective elements (38, 40, 42, 44, 46, 
and 48) between a reflective mask (30) and integrator (18), where the 
surface of the reflective integrator is composed of individually adjustable 
reflective elements such that the shape is adjustable (Col. 8 Lines 48-57) 
as recited in claims 1,8,9,11, and 1 8. 

II. A device wherein the numerical aperture of the projection optical system 
and illumination optical system is adjustable (Col. 10 Line 18-43) as 
recited in claims 2-3. 

III. An annular radiation beam converting unit (214,215) and multipolar beam 
converting unit (214 and 215) between the source and integrator (Col. 7 
Lines 47-68), which by changing the distribution of irradiance changes the 
coherence of the beam as recited in claims 4, 5, 7, and 12-17. 

IV. A device wherein the shape of the radiation is converted to the shape of a 
circle (Fig. 7B), annulus (Fig. 4A), and quadrupole (Fig. 7A) as recited in 
claims 6, 19-20 

V. The rays depicted in Fig. 3 are not, on a mask side, parallel to the chief 
optical axis of the device and therefore the device is not telecentric as 
recited in claim 10.
